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Webb & Knapp Plans For Developing 
Land Purchase Reported Underway 


Plans for the development of the 560 acres involved in the 
sale between Marvin Warner and Webb & Knapp are moving ahead 
rapidly, but are not ready to be released, the News Review learned 
this week. Arrangements have already been made with local real 
estate, enginering, and construction firms to undertake some of 


the necessary development work. 
Tentative plans call for an up-gra- 
ding in housing plans in certain 
areas, above those originaly  pro- 
jected in Greenbelt’s master plan- 
for example, substitution of detach- 
ed for semi-detached homes on Cre- 
scent road near the Greenbelt 
Lake. 

Webb & Knapp, through Ronald 
S. Nicholson, son-in-law of William 
Zeckendorf, president of the New 
York firm, purchased the land last 
month “for over one million dollars” 
from Warner who, in partnership 
with Joseph Kanter, originally pur- 
chased the land from Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. in April 1955. 

The land sale contract continued 
provisions granting Greenbelt 
Homes, Ine. an option to purchase 
7 acres of land adjacent to the 
present administration . building 
This option was exercised by GHI 
last week. Also granted in the con- 
tract a 90-day option to the Jewish 
Community Center to purchase 
three acres of land immediately 
adjacent building at Ridge & West- 
way. 

The Washington Post this week 
reported a Webb and Knapp 
spokesman as saying that sewage 
disposal will be “a major problem” 
and that negotiations will be initi- 
ated with the Washington. Subur- 
ban Sanitary Commission.

Christmas Saving Plan 


The Credit Union has established 
a Christmas Savings plan with an 
added attraction. “Under the Cre- 
dit Union plan, saving earn divi- 
dends, a feature not normally 
found in such plans,” treasurer Joe 
Comproni announced. 

Dividends on Credit Union de- 
posits are paid at the end of the 
dividend period — June 30 and 
December 31 for the local credit 
union. Since Christmas savings 
are paid out before year-end, the 
Credit Union now permits a short 
term loan to be made against the 
account so the saving may re- 
main on deposit through Decem- 
ber 31. 

The interest cost on the trans- 
action is small, far less than the 
dividends earned, Com'proni said. 
For example: on a 12-month plan 
at $20.00 a month the dividends at 
the current rate of five percent 
would amount to $6.50. The inter- 
est for one month, assuming the 
full $240.00 were borrowed for 30 
$240.00 were borrowed for 30 
days, would be $1.80, or a net pro- 
fit of $4.70. Immediately after 
December 31 the Savings in the ac- 
count are to cancel out the loan. 


feature of the plan is 
that any part of the funds not 
needed for Christmas .can_ be 
transferred into members’ regu- 
lar saving accounts. The plan 
started last November, has been 
well received by Credit Union Mem- 
bers Comproni reported. Members 
of the Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union ar elegible to participate. 
Under new eredit regulations, 
dividends are paid for a full 
month on deposits made during 
the first five days of the month.

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YouthBoardChange 
Delayed by Council

A city council move to increase 
the Youth Center Advisory Board 
from five members to seven and to 
amend the ordinance defining the 
functions of the board, was held 
in abeyance until the present board 
has had the opportunity to express 
its feelings on the proposed chan- 
ges. The new ordinance sets the 
term of membership at two years, 
with three members selected in 
January of even-numbered years, 
and four members appointed in 
odd-numbered years. A written 
report of the board’s activities is 
called for by the city council, in 
addition to a yearly financial re- 
port “and any policy recommenda- 
tions aS may seem desirable.” 

Apparently set to approve the 
ordinance, the council agreed to 
the delay after a citizen suggested 
they get an opinion from the pre- 
sent youth center board. Council- 
men Bruce Bowman and Tom 
Canning agreed that the courtesy 
be extended since no urgency exist- 


ed. 


Mayor Alan Kistler disclosed that 
the changes were “council-initia- 
ted” and appeared necessary  be- 
cause of the new youth center 
building and increased work load, 
the possibility of increased meet- 
ing attendance, and the chance of 
greater representation from all 
groups in the city. 

Fund Expenditures 

In other actions, the city ~coun- 
ci? approved cxpenditures of 
funds for the architect’s fee for 
terminal leave for a long-time em- 
ployee, for engineering services at 
the new fire house. Presented for 
first reading were ordinances to 
establish parking regulations in 
courts and to set “School Safety 
Patrol Week.” 


The council will meet Tuesday, 
January 26, with the newly-form- 
ed planning commission committee 
to discuss the councils purpose in 
establishing the committee. In 
addition to the three citizens 
selected by the council, Hans Jor- 
gensen will represent Greenbelt 
Housing Inc. and Edgar Smith 
will represent the city council. 
City manager Charles McDonald. 
and a yet unnamed representative 
of Greenbelt Consumers Services. 
Ine. will complete the group.

The Greenbelt Republican Club 
has announced that it will forward 
the names of any Greenbelt resi- 
dents desiring appointments as 
censuS enumerators to the Office 
of the District Director of the Cen- 
sus. 

Appointments for census posi- 
tions are usually awarded on a 
“political basis” by the party occu- 
pying the White House. However, 
because of the large number of 
enumerators required, W. Gordon 
Gemeny, of Lakewood, spokesman 
for the club, stated that he felt 
“appointments will not necessarily 
follow party lines. For this reason, 
we will also forward the names of 
those local Democrats desiring po- 
sitions,” 

Basic requirements for the po- 
Sitions are: American citizenship, 
over 13 years of age, high school 
graduate, abilty to talk with people 
and to pass a simple examination. 
Enumerators will be paid on a 
“piece-work” basis, and will pro- 
bably earn $13.00 to $15.00 per day 
during the several weeks the cen- 
sus lasts.

GHI Considers Plan For Utilizing 
$133,807 Received in Sale of Land

A difference of opinion seems to be shaping up among Green-- 

belt Homes, Inc. officials regarding the disposition of the proceeds 

from the sale of the\undeveloped land. A preliminary report sub- 

mitted to the GHI board of directors on Thurday, January 14, by 

treasurer Lloyd Moore, heading a special 4-man committee to deal 
with the subject, touched off the discussion. 


Moore's committee recommend- 
ed that top priority for the funds 
be given to establishing a 1evol- 
ving fund which would be used to 
finance the resale of GHI housing 
units. AS a secondary use the 
money not needed for such a pur- 
pose could be utilized to finance a 
program of improving and re- 
novating the frame units. 

GHI manager Paul Campbell ex- 
pressed a preference for reversing 
the priority. He felt that the 
major problem facing the _ cor- 
poration during the next few years 
is the renovation of the frame 
units rather than the need for ad- 
ditional financing of home sales. 


Moore acknowledged that the 
immediate need for refinancing 
of homes is not pressing, but em- 
phasized that within a very short 
time the equities built up in the 
homes will be reaching a level 
that may make it difficult for mem- 
bers to sell their homes, unless 
adequate, long-term financing is 
made available. The local credit 
agencies are generally restricted to 
d-year loans. To keep the monthly 
charges from rising too high, 10- 
year or even a longer period of 
financing may be needed. 

However, Moore foresaw that 
not all the funds will be needed 
for such a refinancing program at 
this time. Therefore, as an in- 
terim measure, the committee laok- 
ed with favor on also using the 
funds as improvement loans to 
members who may be interested in 
cooperating with the corporation’s 
renovating program when it is re- 
vealed. 

Board members are at present 
reviewing sketches and material 
collected by Campbell on Ways of 
face-lifting the frame homes. The 
big unresolved questions at this 
time concern the cost of such re- 
novating, the method of financing, 
and the extent to which members 
would be interested in participa- 
ting. 


Areas of Agreement 

There was no disagreement as 
to the basic guidelines and princi- 
ples set down by the committee for 
the treatment of the funds. Both 
GHI officials and board members 
concurred in the objective of keep- 
ing the land sale proceeds intact 
as a capital asset which would be 
income-producing to the corpora- 
tion. 

The committee suggested a new 
subsidiary corporation be set up 
to accomplish this. The land sale 
proceeds would constitute the com- 
mon stock of the corporation, and 
preferred stock would be sold to 
GHI members and.investors. The 
new carporation would be authori- 
zed to make loans for refinancing 
home sales and for home improve- 
ments, such loans to be secured by 
the assignment of a member’s per- 
petual use contract. 


Moore was directed by the board 
to prepare a written proposal along 
these lines which could be yre- 
viewed by the board and then pre- 
sented to the membership for their 
approval at the next annual mem- 
bership meeting which is schedu- 
led for the middle of March. 


Funds Restored 

As an interim move to keep the 
land sale proceeds intact as an 
income - producing account, the 
board voted to restore to the ac- 
count amounts previously diverted 
for the purchase of the North End 
tract and building (formerly GCS 
store) and the T-acre tract adja- 
cent to the administration building. 


Involved was a total of $26,931, 
of which $21,803 covered the North 
End purchase, including the cost 
of survey, 1957 taxes, and archi- 
tects and building permit fees, and 
$5,128 was for the administrative 
tract. The latter was purchased 
last month upon the release of the 
property from the PHA mortgage 
in connection with the sale of the 


Warner-Kanter holdings to Webb 


& Knapp. 

Campbell, in recommending this 
action, pointed out that these ac- 
quisitions are really part of normal 
corporate growth and should be 
met out of regular GHI sourees. 
One such source might he the 
membership fees which have in- 
creased the corporation capital by 
about $63,009 since January 1, 1953.. 

The amount invested in the 
North End building, Campbell 
further stated, will be paid back 
because the units are income-pro- 
ducing assets. In fact, cver $5,066 
has already been returned to the 
corporation. A total of $36,000was 
invested in the North End tract:. 
including about $14,000 advanced: 
from iegular corporation funds to. 
meet the cost of remodeling and- 
converting the building into 4 
housing units. The 7-acre adminis- 
trative tract is not an income-pro- 
ducing asset. 

With the restoration of the $26,- 
931 to the land sale account, the 
net sum available for disposition 
comes to $133,807.75. The difference 
between this figure and the total 
receipts from the GLIC land stock 
sale of $150,750 is accounted for by 
legal expenses and commissions 
paid in connection with the sale. 

Overhead Lines 

The GHI board went on record 
against further extension of over- 
head wires, especially in connection 
with electrical service. The issue 
arose when a member, desiring 
to increase the electrical load to 
his unit, requested permission for: 
a direct overhead drop. 

Current practice is for Pepco to 
bring in the extra service to the 
boiler room at no extra cost with 
individual payine fo~ 
the service from the boiler 
to his unit A «treet overhead 
drop would presumably save the 
cost of runnin2 a conduit frum the 
boiler roon. 

In rejecting the request, GHI 
officials pointed out that the major 
expense of heavying up the serv- 
ice is the metering which must 
be met by the individual in either 
case.

Twin Pines Starts 
Death Payment Plan 


On January 1, Twin Pines Sav- 
ings and Loan Association set up 
a plan for making death payments 
into the saving accounts of its 
members. Upon the death of any- 
one having a savings account with 
Twin Pines, the Association will 
pay into that account one dollar 
for each dollar in the account, up 
to a maximum of five hundred 
dollars. 

This is an additional benefit for 
Twin Pines savers, without cost to 
them. The cost is to be met out 
of a special reserve for death 
payments set aside from the earn- 
ings of the Association. On Dec- 
ember 31st Twin Pines transferred 
$1,500 from its earnings and placed 
it in this special reserve fund. 
From now on 60 cents per month 
per $1,000 of deposits will be al- 
located to this fund. 

A Twin Pines spokesman stated, 
“We have every intention of mak- 
ing these death payments, but we 
are not contracting to do so. Were 
the Association to do this, it might 
be confused with an insurance 
company.” 

He also noted that from its be- 
ginning Twin Pines has had a 
group insurance policy covering the 
lives of all its borrowers. “Should 
a borrower die the insurance com- 
pany will pay off the loan balance 
so the bereaved family will be re- 
lieved of the debt.” 

Maryland registered insurance 
companies are prohibited from 
selling group depositors life in- 
surance in Maryland. Since they 
were unable to buy this type of 
insurance, the Twin Pines Fin- 
ancial Committee and Board of 
Directors developed this alterna- 
tive plan.

A fire call came in on January 16 
from some children who thought 
they had _ spotted a woods fire. 
When the firemen and their equip- 
ment arrived at the scene, they 
discovered that what the children 
had seen was low hanging smoke 
coming from burning trash at the 
City Dump. 


Just twenty minutes before the 
Annual Installation dinner was 
scheduled to commence, the siren 
blew three times. I can imagine 
that the words, “Oh no,” were 
uttered in many homes as the men 
and their wives were dressing for 
the occasion.

The other ambulance had developed 
motor trouble and our Rescue 
Squad took over and made the 
emergency run to Prince Georges 
Hospital. The only other Rescue 
Squad call came in on January 17, 
when the ambulance transported 
a young girl to Prince Georges 
Hospital with a possible appendici- 
tis attack. . 

The men will be taking a train- 
ing session at the Maryland Uni- 
versity Fire Service Extension 
School on Sunday, January 24. The 
training will inelude firefighting 
in a smoke filled building.
